Tbe failure of this mine t 
pav had caused his ruin. ' 


A friend of Mr. Brown's states that h 


believes that E. W. Roberts, the Suprrin 
tendeut of the mine, is to blame for thf 
expenditure of some5(0,000 of Mr. Browa 
money in expensively fitting up the Baltic 
mining property when there was nothing 
in Bigot to warrant such an outlay, and 
ih.it while Mr. Kobei-ts has been supporting 
his family in luxury in Oakland Mr. 
Brown's family have had to practice the 
strictest economy. 
C. F. Crocker says Mr. Brown's failure 


will have no f ffect upon bis position with 
the Southern Pacific Company, so lonjas 
his usefulness is unimpaired. Mr. Brown 
owed the Crocker estate a large sum of 
money and bad borrowed in every direc 
tion possible.
